Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not persausive for the reasons listed below: 
Applicant argues: 

In claim 1, the direction of the data transmissions are clear and that the Examiner is mixing data transmission steps to broaden the 

claim. 

Examiner responds: 

MPEP § 2106 states Office personnel are to give claims their broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the supporting 
disclosure. In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054-55, 44 USPQ2d 1023, 1027-28 (Fed Cir. 1997). While step d) of the claim provides for 
encryption, step a) of the same claim sends data in unencrypted form. Since information is sent both in unencrypted and encrypted forms, 
a single limitation cannot be read into the claim. Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 

Applicant argues: 

Claiim 1 recites a symmetrical encryption algorithm in steps f) - h), even if it is not explicitly stated because it is inherent in the 
steps performed. 

Examiner responds: 

It is noted that the feature upon which applicant relies (i.e., symmetric encryption algorithm) is not recited in the rejected claim. 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Since claim 1 does not disclose a symmetric encryption algorithm, this 
limitation cannot be read into the claim. Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 

Furthermore, the method as presently claimed is deemed too broad and therefore patentability would not result. The Examiner suggests 
filing a ROE to further define the claimed invention. Consequently, the rejection Is maintained as in the final Office Action mailed 
06/14/2006. 
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
